Injury Claims Upheld 
In Supreme Court Review 
Rosemary Mroczek Case 


In October 1940, Rosemary L. 
Mroczek, young daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. John Mroczek of Maple. 
street, was injured badly when 
struck by an automobile driven 
by William R. Craig of the New 
York Auction Company. She was 
on her way home fnom school and 
alighting from the car of a friend 
started across the street to her 
home near the head of Maple 
atreet when the accident hap- 
pened. Her serious injuries caueed 
her to remain in the hoepital for 
a long time with suffering and 
impairment of health. A settle- 
ment in the case was sought with- 
out satisfaction and was taken to 
court, where verdicts were award- 
ed to her of $2,208.38 and to her 
‘father, John A. Mroczek, of 
$$613.86, a total of $2,822.19. 
Craig and his company appealed 
the case and it went to the Mas- 
eachusetts Supreme Court for re- 
view, where after consideration, 
the full bench affirmed the ver- 
dicts last week. The verdict was 
for personal injuries and conse- 
quential damages. Jicseph T. 
Bartlett of Stoddard, Ball and 
Bartlett of Greenfield was the 
attorney in the case for the Mroc- 
zeks

New Alumni Secretary 
For Hermon Is Chosen 
Will Reside At Hotel 


Gaylord W. Douglass of Spring- 
field, a former graduate of Mount 
Hermon school, and for five years 
a member of the faculty, has been 
appointed director of alumni re- 
lations of Mount Hermon school 
and was announced by President 
Dr. William E. Park of the North- 
field schools last week end. 

Mr. and Mrs. Douglass will 
maintain their residence in 
Springfield but will spend most 
of their-time here after Decem- 
ber Ist, living at the Northfield 
Hotel. 

Mr. Douglass graduated from 
Mount Hermon in 1896 and was 
head of the school’s history de- 
partment for five years following 
his graduation from Wesleyan 
University in 1900. He has been 
in close touch with the institu- 
tion’s affairs since that time 
through service on various com- 
mittees and eight years mémber- 
ship on the board of alumni coun- 
sellors. 

As key man in the Mount Her- 
mon alumni eet-up Mr. Douglass 
will be responsible for keeping in 
touch with as many as possible of 
the school’s 12,000 living alumni, 
nearly 10,000 of whom are on 
the mailing list. This he plans to 
do by visits to alumni clubs in 
eastern cities, by personal letters, 
and thnough the editorship of the 
Alumni News, a publication ‘con- 
taining information about former 
students and school affairs. 

The D. L. Moody Living Endow- 
ment Fund also becomes the new 
director’s responsibility. This fund 
to which many former students 
contribute is the annual alumni 
gift to the school’s current ex- 

penses and is a factor in keeping 
the tuition rate at a low level. 

Following his teaching experi- 
ence at Mount Hermon, Mr. Doug- 
lass served as principal of several 
New England schools and was 
headmaster of Wilbraham Aca- 
demy from 1912 to 1929, resign- 
ing to become New England Sec- 
retary of the National Council 
for Prevention of War, a post 
from which he retired last year.

The large accumulation of 
‘scrap’’ in this town in piles 
alongside the Town Hall and at 
the East Northfield Postoffice is 
soon to disappear, for at a meet- 
ing of the local Salvage Commit- 
tee members held last week end 
the bid of Julius Blaesburg of 
Turners Falls was accepted for 
the material. The same will be 
loaded on trucks and carted away 
after weighing on the Seminary 
barns scale. The vast accumula- 
tion, estimated at 50 tons, sup- 
plements the collection at a pre- 
vious time and the personal turn- 
overs of private individuals, A 
conservative estimate of “scrap” 
secured in Northfield places the 
total at about 153 tons and there 
is a prospect that this amount 
will be much increased if the old 
Central Vermont railroad bridge, 
now in the river, can be salvaged. 
Credit for the present accumula- 
tion of “scrap” belongs entirely 
to the efforts of Luckey O. Clapp, 
who succeeded Mr. Birdsall as 
chairman of the committee, and 
who has devoted his time in going 
about the farms and other places 
to discover the metals. In a let- 
ter received from Gurth F. 
Chambers, Regional Conservation 
Manager of the War Production 
Board to Mr. Clapp, we quote, “I 
wish to express my appreciation, 
and that of the entire regional 
organization, for the faithful, un- 
tiring efforts you placed behind 
the recent drive to get in scrap 
metals.
